GERMANY’S NITROGEN 
(Spectal to CHEMICAL MarKETS) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 22 — 
Nitrogen Syndicate, Berlin (merged 
in I. G. Farbenindustrie A. G.), re- 
ports that production of fixed ni- 
trogen in the fertilizer year 1925- 
26 (June 1—May 31) amounted to 
330,000 metric tons in the two 
Haber-Bosch plants (Leunawerke 
and Oppau): 75,000 tons in calcium 
cyanamide plants and 65,000 tons 
in by-product from coke and gas 
plants. This is a total of 470,000 
tons compared with a correspond- 
ing total of 415,000 tons in 1924-25.

POTASH PRICE STATUS 
(Special to CHrMicAL MARKETS) 
Berlin, Sept. 13—Following the 

rejection of the application of the 
German Potash Syndicate to the 
Reichskalirat, or Federal Potash 
Council, for an increase of 18 per 
cent in potash fertilizer salt prices, 
the Reichskalirat approved an ap- 
plication for an increase of 12 per 
cent. 

The Reichskalirat is a body of 
18 members, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the producers, con- 
sumers, dealers, and Government 
and Municipal authorities. The 
producers are not in the majority 
in this council. 

The Reichswirtschafts Minister, 
or the Minister of the Department 
of Economy, who has a constitu- 
tional right to prosecute concerns 
which in his opinion are guilty of 
overcharging, thas declared his in- 
tention of prosecuting the Syndi- 
cate on the matter of this price ad- 
vance, declaring that it is opposed 
to the best interests of the people. 
The Syndicate questions his right 
in this case, claiming that the ad- 
vance will not make the prices ex- 
orbitant. The matter is pending 
at present, and the Syndicate hopes 
that the Reichswirtschafts Minister 
will reconsider his decision. Upon 
the outcome of this case rests the 
new price schedule that will be an- 
nounced on October 1. 

The potash prices for the last 
two vears have been approximately 
25 per cent below prewar levels. 
The reduction of the prices two 
vears ago, was expected to result 
in greatly increased sales. While 
sales increased appreciably in 1925, 
they have shown a marked decline 
during 1926. 


There are intimations in the trade 
that the sulfuric acid producers in 
Baltimore are not rushed at this 
time, and that, furthermore, the 
prices of acid are tending to drag. 
Producers continue to quote 60 de- 
gree acid at $10.50 for pvrites and 
$12.50 for brimstone acid, but it 
is indicated that transactions are 
being concluded on a lower basis. 
Producers in shape only to turn 
out brimstone acid, it is said, are 
getting into a tight position, since 
quotations on sulfur have — been 
marked up, and it would thus seem 
as if the manufacturers equinned 
to turn out pyrites acid have a de- 
cided advantage 


over the others.

Demand for industrial chemicals 
is increasing steadily with the ap- 
proach of Fall, and prices are gen- 
erally strengthening. Aqua am- 
monia continues very firm in price, 
although quotations are at recent 
low levels. Ammonium chloride is 
very firm from importers, and some 
domestic makers report a tempor- 
ary shortage. Anhydrous ammonia 
is moving in lessened volume, due 
to the cooler weather, but the mar- 
ket is in a strong position. Manu- 
facturers of ammonia are reported 
to be reconsidering their selling 
prices, as profits have been of nar- 
row margin. Lacquer solvents con- 
tinue in a sharply competitive con- 
dition. Denatured alcohol is quite 
firm at unchanged quotations. 


Producers of light oil distillates 
announced lower prices on the nar- 
row boiling range grades of xylene 
during the week. The movement 
has not been good and competition 
has been keen. Toluene appears 
in a steadier position following an 
upturn in orders. Benzene is sharp- 
ly competitive with spot sales still 
reported at lc gal. under schedule 
and October shipment moving at 
these figures. Movement is good, 
however, and surplus stocks are 
being held down. 


Intermediate demand has again 
fallen off after the first two weeks 
of September showing a marked im- 
provement. Ortho-nitro-toluene is 
lower due to the discontinuance of 
alcohol denaturing formula No. 4. 
The remainder of the market is 
firm with the exception of gamma 
acid which is selling at lower fig- 
ures. 


The New York’ oil market was 
practically featureless over last 
week, with the strength in the price 
of chinawood oil at the primary 
markets of principal interest. Spot 
chinawood was not affected to any 
extent as buyers continue to hold 
off from purchasing in any volume. 
Linseed oil showed some signs of 
strength at the end of last week, 
but eased off again this week on 
the routine consuming interest and 





the competition for business. In 
general the market on other oils 
is marking time as is the case with 
fats and greases.
